protection to the labor represi'iitcd in 
those industries. On the other hand, 
the Liberal party has declared for "l''ree 
trtide as it is in Kngland," but always as 
" removing every vestige of protection." 
The issue is therefore, sharply defined 
and yon are once agnin judges between 
the ptirties. With your verdict in favor 
oi the government, as it was in 1878,

I'Vom 1867 until 1S78 
we made but slow and uncertain pro- 
gress. Something was wanted to give 
eU'eeiive and general stimulation to the 
lifeof the Dominion, and thatsomething 
was found in the National Policy. It was 
my privilege to bo directly associated 
with its intioduetion iind develojiment, 
and in the light of the result so self- 
evident as not to rei|tiire statistical cor- 
roboration at Ibis time, 1 ask you to as- 
sist me in keuiiing its fiiiidaniental (iro- 
visions intact. At the colonial confer- 
ence whii;h met in Ottawa in 1811-1, a 
series of resolutions was atloptod in 
favor of closer trade relations 
within tho empire, involving the 
principle of preferential tarifi 
arrangenaents. This opens a hopeful 
view to Canada. During the past few 
years our export trade with Great Brit- 
ain has undergone 

liKKAT liXl'ANBIO.V, 

and particularly in the produce of the 
farm. Our total trade with that coun- 
try has increased from $67,288,848 in 
1879 to an average of $181,011,304 during 
the past five years ; while the annual 
exports of farm products alone has in- 
creased from $32,028,611 to $50,106,898 
in the same period. With a tariff based 
on niuttial concessions it is rci'Sonuhleto 
expect a still greater development of 
trade in that nuirket, tind we 
should at the same time be rendering 
material aBsistance towards the unity 
and strengthening of tho empire, with- 
out involving tho lessening of protec- 
tion to our industries. On patriotic and 



commercial, grounds, therefore, this 
measure is worthy of your cordial sup- 
port. 

You have bean kept well advised of 
the positive steps taken by the govern- 
ment to secure "a better 8te.amshiD ser- 
vice .on the Atlantic, between Canada 
and Great Britain. At the present 
time wo are at serious disadvan- 
tage in this respect, much of our 
business in freight and passenger 
traflic being done by w.ay of American 
ports, involvinj; heavy loss to Cttnadian 
interests and Canadian prestige. We 
are now engaged in concert with the 
British government in establishing ii 
service that shall be capable of com- 
peting in speed, comfort and general 
facilities with the best fleet of steamers 
now plying on that ocean, and if we are 
enabled to carry this phm into execution 
it isoertaLii that great henelits will accrue 
to Canada. We shall not only be in a posi- 
tion to command the trade of the Domin- 
ion withotit foreign help, but by reason 
of our geographical |)ositioii, and the 
speed of the jirojaised siirvice it may 
lairly lie tisstiiiied that we shall tilso re- 
ceive a shiire of the tr;!l!icof the Western 
states, with till the advantages iittaclied 
thereto. The boards of trade of Canada 
without exception have declared ptrong- 
ly in favor of an improved

between this eountry and Great Britain, 
and in giving effect to their demands 
the government feel they are entitled to 
the co-ojieration of the electorate at largo, 
ft is an undertaking which concerns all 
cliisses,, the farmers whose proilucts need 
to be marketed abroad in the best jios- 
sible condition, (juite its much as the 
man of general all-iiis. In a word, 
Canada (riinnot allVird any longer to 
occujiy an inferior position in the matter 
of steamship service on the Atlantic. 
Closely associated with improvement of 
our steamship service on the Atlantic is 
the project of making Canada the chief 
highway between Great Britain and 
Australasia and lietween Great Britain 
and the lOast. The means for accom- 
))lishing this great undertaking are at 
hand, and with the assistance 
ol' the Canailian people at 
this juncture, success ia assured. 
At the present time our great transcon- 
tinental line of railway affords to Great 
Britain the Ijest and (piickcst means of 
reaching the Pacilie. From that point- 
on our Western coast two lines of steam- 
ers ply, one to China and Japan, and 
the otiier to Australia. Jilach bus clearly 
established the practicability of be- 
coming the best and speediest line of 
communication between the metropolis 
of the world and the points indicated. 
The Imperial government clearly 
grasps the importance of this fact, and 
has already given tangible evidence of 
its desire to make the ))lan eflective by 
aflbrding direct financial aid to the At- 
lantic link of the chain, as well as to the 
service

Among the things which, however, re- 
main to be done is the laying ol a cable 
in the Pacific as an essential eoniple- 
ment to transportation facilities, and at 
this time Sfr iMackenzie Bowell ami Sir 
Donald A. Smith, the High Commis- 
sioner for Canada, aided by Mr. Sand- 
ford Fleming, have Been commis- 
sioneil by the Canadian government to 
meet representatives of the Imperitiland

Although shamefully niisiepiesented by i 
men who have bad a imrpose to serve in j 
doing so, or who litivc been misled by a 
niisapiirebensiiin of the real merits of 
this iitiestion, the fact is recognized that 
the government has taken o clear and 
definite stand on the constitutional as- 
pect of the matter. We have simply 
done what we believed to be right in 
taking up the dutv laid at our door 
by the judgment ol the highest .court 
in the realm, and in endeavoring to re- 
dress the grievances of the Jioiiian 
Catholic minority in Manitoba by re- 
storing rights and privileges gtitiranteeil 
to them by the constitution. Knowing 
that our case rests upon a sound coiisti- 
tutiomtl basis, and feeling we are doing 
right, it is our jiatriotic duty to adhere 
to the policy wo have adopteil in this re- 
gard, and we now ajjpeal for vindication 
to the sober sense of justice of the Cana- 
dian jieople.

In addition to this 
the government baa undertaken 
during the past year to estab- 
lish cold storage centres in which 
perishable products intended for ship- 
ment abroad may he kept in the best 
contlition for the market and at the low- 
est possible cost to the producer. Par- 
ticular attention has been given to the 
ileveloi>ment of the great dairy interests 
of the country. In shiirl , the govern- 
ment has left nothing unilone which 
coulil assist the farmers of Ctinada in 
making the moat out of their labor and 
skill, and this course it is proposed to 
follow in the future.

Ottawa, May .'>. — The hist council 
meeting iirobably bef: re tho general 
elections, w;is held this morning. The 
iiiinisteis sat from 10 o'clock until 1, 
after which there was an immediate 
scattering. Sir Charles Tupper and 
Hon. Hugh John Macdonald left at 1 :45 
p.m. for Winnipcg.and Mr. Prior for the 
Coast. Hon. Messrs. Ji'oster tmd Angers 
went East at 3 o'clock An hour later 
Messrs. Desjardins and Taillon left for 
Montreal. The only ministers in town 
to-night are Messrs, Costigan tind Hag- 
gart. 

At the council meeting to-day the ap- 
pointment of Mr. ])avis, ex-M.P. for 
Alhertii, was definitely settled. Ilia 
oilit^e includes that of police magistrate, 
collector of customs and inland revenue, 
and Dominion lands agent in the Yukon 
country. 

Hon. Mr. Daly has been commission- 
ed to visit file Canadian immigration 
agencies in Europe, and will sail for 
England on the Kitii inst. He will re- 
port on the work of the diflferent agen- 
cies and make suggestions for the desir- 
ed improvements in immigration work, 
with a view to the complete reorganim- 
tion of immigration work. 

It is now stated that the appointment 
of Mr. Joncas as Marine Agent at Quebec 
will not go through for some time. 
The duty has been impressed upon him 
of finding a strong candidate for Gaspe. 
If be cannot do this he will have to 
tackle the constituency, in which he ia 
very strong. 

The government has given no pledge 
to the citizens of Montreal in connection 
with their request for a grant of half a 
million dollars to the proposed inter- 
national exhibition. 

Judge Gwynne has been granted six 
months leave of absence, 'hot he has not 
yet formally tendered his resignation. 

NANAIMO SPBilNG ASSIZES. 

Only Four Cases on the Docket — No Indict- ' 
ment Presented in the Wellington- "' • 
Explosion Case. 

Nanaimo, May 5. — (Special) — The 
spring r.Bsizes opened here to-day, Judge 
Drake iiresiding. There were only four 
cases on the docket, viz. : 

Regina v. Plants — Fraudulent conver- 
sion of $269 and $1,961.70 from the Hardy 
and Blakeway estates respectively, in 
the capacity of ofScial administrator. 

liegina v. Drabble — Obtaining money 
under false pretences. 

Regina v. Fleetloosh — Unlawfully 
wounding. 

Regina v. Ballo — Concealment of hirtli. 

The grand jury returned no liill in 
Regina vs. Drabble, and true bills in 
Regina vs. l5allo, and Regina vs. Fleet- 
loosh. Both prisoners jileailed guilty. 
Judgment was reserved till to-morrow. 

The grand jury has not yet tnude any 
return in liegina vs. Plaiita. 

An indictment was not preferred in 
Regina vs. Graham, the prisoner being 
discharged this afternoon. Graham, it 
will be remembered, was arrested at 
Union on January 8 on the charge oi 
compliinty in the bomh explosion at 
Wellington three years ago. It was 
found on investigation, however, that 
the ])risoner's statements were pure 
hibrieations, since several of the i)artio3 
implicated have jiroved conclu- 
sively that at the time of the 
explosion they were innocently 
employed at Union. The only explana- 
tion of Graham's conduct seeinn to be a 
morbid desire for notoriety on liia part, 
or more probably still a well developed 
taste for intoxicants, under the stimu- 
lating influence of which he divulged hia 
sensational story by instalments to a 
credulous though conscientious detec- 
tive.

U. S. FUJiKKiN liELATIO^'S. 

Demands Made by Goveniiiient for Repara- 
tion of Wrongs to I\Usslonaries 
in China. 

Washington, May 5.' — A congiderable 
portion of the fortlicomiu}; volume of 
foreign relations for the lastyear is made 
up of the correspondence by mail and 
cable growing out of the an ti -missionary 
riots in Cliinn. The correspondence 
shows that the greatest energy and vigor 
was manifested hy our olIicialH, both in 
Washington City and Cliina, in moving 
for tlie protection of Americans in 
Cliina and for the punishment of 
Chinese wlio bad been concered in 
the riots. The main facts have al- 
ready been sent out in the news 
dispatches, but the summary of the 
efforts of the st.ate department by Jlr. 
Denby, our minister at Peking, ia inter- 
esting wliere lie Bays, after describing 
tlie eomphito success attending the work 
of American commissions, " to tlie de- 
partment of Ktateisdue beyond all doubt 
the credit of having broken through 
Chinese obstinacy and of having diplo- 
matically and without menace brought 
about a result which will constitute an 
era in the treatment of foreigners in 
China." 

Mr. Denby is also on record in the 
correspondence as delivering a most 
glowing tribute upon the American 
missionaries. 

Mr. Adee, who acted as secretary of 
state during the progress of the rioting 
and was ihiily in cahlu communication 
with Minister iJenliy. is also shown as 
possessed of the utmost energy and de- 
termination in the effort to protect tlie 
Americans in China. I'\)r instance, he 
telegra])hed Mr. Denby upon the latter's 
suggestion that tliere must have 
been oflicial connivance in the massa- 
cre of missionaries, and that " stern 
reprobation ;ind puiiisliiiient must 
be exacted, with rejiaration and safe- 
guards for tiie future." And again, wdien 
he came to know that the Chinese gov- 
ernment was actually about to appoint 
one of the Chinese officials concern - 
in the riot, to investigate the same, Mr. 
.4dce cabled : " Yoti can hardly have 
failed at once to remonstrate against the 
offensive iiulejiendency of appointing 
Bucli a man, laborin^; under such a 
grave cliarge, to investigate a similar 
grave outrage in ariotlier province than 
that in which lie liiinHelf had niisgov- 
erneii."

It was opened by the iiressiiig 
of a golden key by Governor Morton, 
who sent an electrical current that dis- 
charged cannon in San Francisco, New 
Orleans, St. Taul,, Augusta, Me., and 
London, ICiiL'hiixl, from tlie roof of the 
e\positi<jn buililiiii:. An iiti iiieii.se (;rowd 
attt^ndeii t lii! opening.

Dispatches were also received from 
.\ugiiKta, St. I'aul and New Orleans, de- 
claring that the guns had gone off satis- 
factorily. When Gov. Morton turned 
the key a volume of fluorescent light 
danced through the tubes and environed 
the jilace whei e he stood. Simullaiieous- 
ly thecdertric lights around the difl'erent 
exhiliils hhizcil out in difl'erent colors 
and cn aicil a sight that looked like a 
scene fnini fairyhind. 

(Jne of the most interesting of the es- 
hiliits was the ImIIsoii apparatus, slniw- 
iiig the teh^grapli and telephone ecjui])- 
ment, the earliest forms of electric 
lighting, tr.ansniission motors and 
models, together with four seta of ap- 
paratus with which e.xperta gave ex- 
hihitione of the Eoentgen rays. dO 
arranged that by using the fluorescent 
rays upon their bands people were able 
to inspect their own anatomies. 

S.^N FitANcisco, May 5. — Gov. Morton 
sat in New "^'ork city to-night, and by 
an almost im pei'ceptible touch of his 
linger on a golden telegrtipli key sent 
whirling across the continent an electric 
current, generated in Niagari Falls, that 
discharged a cannon on Union square, 
in this city. The cannon's roar marked 
tlio opening of a great electrical exhibi- 
tion in New York and the harnessing of 
Niagara Falls. The gun tised for the 
occasion was a 3.2-inch breech loading 
steel rifle, one of the pieces of light bat- 
tery D, FUth artillery, U.S.A.

This auiiject was 
then 6ij,'nilic;uit iy drojjped, and the 
President turned to tlie reh'.tions between 
the SouMi African Keijublic and the 
Oraii),'e Free State, remarking; " 1 hope 
that at the meeting; between tlie repre- 
sentaiivea of the Oraiif^e Free State and 
the representatives of the South African 
Kepiiblic, sboitly CO be held, plana for 
closer union between the two countries 
will be discussed." 

This utterance of President Kruger 
is looked u^on as confirming the re))ort 
that negotiations have been for some 
time past on foot for an alliance, offen- 
sive and defensive, between the South 
African Republic and the Orange Free 
State, looking to the resistance tj any 
attempt on the part of Great Britain to 
interfere in the internal ailUirs oi either 
country. The President afterwards re- 
ferred in an api)ropriate manner to the 
terrible dyiKunite disaster just outside 
of Johannesburg on February 19, when 
about 120 ijersons were killed and thou- 
sands rendered homeless by the explo- 
sion of eight cars loaded with that ter- 
rible explosive. In referring to the cal- 
amity, the President acknowledgeil the 
help rendered by the Uitlundera of the 
Eand to the Boer authorities, the auth- 
orities having tenderly cared for the 
wounded and collected about $500,000 in 
the first twcnty-fuur hours after the ex- 
plosion for the relief of the sufferers. 

Continuing, the presideiii turned to 
the mining interests of the South Afri- 
can Republic, declaring that mining 
was progressing in a prosperous manner, 
that the labor ciuestiou, which at one 
time threatened to interfere with the 
development of tliis feature of the coun- 
try's resources, has now assumed a much 
brigiiter aspect. 

The piesideiit said that proposals deal- 
ing with education and farming' were 
being prepared for the Volksraad. Re- 
ferring to the hnaneea of the rej)ublic, 
the president assured parliament that 
they were in a sound condition, although 
the expenditures of the country were 
growing. But this, be explained, was 
necessary in order to keep pace with the 
progress of the country. " 

In conclusion, the President said : " I 
have no iloubt, especially in these troub- 
lous times, that you will strive to fulfil 
your onerous duties and devote your 
highest powers to the earnest consider- 
ation of the cherished interests of the 
cominonwealtii." 

The President's speech was very well 
received, b<?iiig couched in the most 
moderate tone, although meeting every 
situation fully and firmly without any 
bombast or bluster.

Ni r was Mr. Davics when, 
OB the morning " gang " arriving to 
relieve tho night shift, he consiuned 
much valuable time in telling the fresh 
arrivals what had transpired during 
the preceding eight hours. Nor 
was Mr. Charlton when he vainly 
endeavored to procure the sympathies 
of the house for the overv/orked 
Hansard reporters. But tlie country 
does i!ot care for these little things or 
for anv forced indignation displayed by 
tho ti'ovcrnmeiit pre.sB and speakers. 
What we do know is that the bill is 
killed, and, we l)elieve, for all time to 
come.

Mr. McSliane 
is one of Mr. Laurier's most prominent 
supporters in Quebec. This is what the 
Montreal Gazette lias to say about this 
man wUom the Leader of the Liberal 
party has chosen to be one of his most 
favored political associates : 

Mr. Penny's colleague in tho St. Ann's 
division is Mr. James JlcSliaiie. .Mr. 
MeShane is known from one end of the 
nonunion to the other. His deeds have 
advertised him. There is no kind of 
political corruption is which he has not 
ligured. lie has brihc'l and been bribed, 
for a minister taking money from a con- 
tractor with his department, is in jnac- 
tical oflecl receiving a bribe. The courts 
have condeiiined him more fre<(uentlv 
than any other man in Canadian public 
lite. His name apjiears on the journals 



of Parliament and the Legislature as a 
corruptionist. For his evil deeds in bri b- 
ingand bulldozing poor voters he l-.ad the 
sentence of disqualification passed upon 
him, a sentence that, despite his own 
and his leader's assertions in Parlia- 
ment, was never removed, and, what is 
more, was not sought to be removed. 
.Mr. .McSbaiie's methods of doing public 
business are most forcibly illustrated in 
the following ofhcial memorandum to 
Hon. i\[r.

There exists no written 
oriier for the stone, or for the cutting 
of the co])iiig around the I'arlioment 
building; grounds, and none for 
the tunnel which is now being com- 
l)letcd. The same can be said of all 
works which have been done in Montreal 
since the 1st of last July, on account of 
this department.

BOERS AND UlTLANDRRS. 

ft is amusing to see how inconsistent 
some of our American neighbors become, 
and how deaf to the promptings of jus- 
tice and common sense, when they are 
dealing with a matter in which Britisli 
interests and British policy areeoncerned. 
Although tiiey have been themselves 
the most hospitable people that ever 
existed, liave encouraged immigration 
anil have treated immigrants with the 
utmost liberality, they take the pai-t 
of the Hoers in their unjust and intoler- 
ant treatment of the strangers witliin 
their bounds. Here, for instance, is 
h')\v tlie Oregonian, one of the ablest 
news|)ai)ers on the Pacific Coast, speaks 
of the way in which the Boers regard the 
Uitlanders. 

The Boers are a peaceful and pastoral 
people, herders and farmers, an<l tbey 
detest the whole foreign liorrle of gam- 
Iders anil boomers. They will not admit 
tho L'itlandei'S to citiz-enship beeauae 
they do not want cili/.ens of that type. 
They ta.x them heavily because Ibi^y 
want to iliscourage Anglo-Saxon iinmi- 
tiiatioii. They care nothing for the de- 
velopmenl of gold or diamond mines, 
and are n(jt in the least grateful to the 
persons who have made their country 
rii'li .... Hut, after all, tlie coun- 
try is their own, and if tbey want to pre- 
serve it eternally in its original pastoral 
simplicity it is nobody's business but 
their own. 

This is a singular way for an Ameri- 
can to regard the present condition of 
tbi.iga in the Transvaal. If the Boers 
wanted to keep the country they laid 
claim to as their own — exclusively their 
own — they wore, perhaps, free to pre- 
vent strangers, of their own and every 
other race, settling in it. They could 
have made rigid laws excluding strang- 
ers, and could have driven out of their 
country any who, against those laws, at- 
tempt to settle in it. But, having ad- 
nnttcd strangers, having sold them lands 
and having taxed them iioavily for the 
support of their state, they were, with- 
out the shadow of a doubt, bound in jus- 
tice to treat them well and to give them 




In a wonderfully short time these aliens 
became loyal citizens of the Republic, 
willing not merely to bear their share 
of tho burdens of the commonwealth but 
ready, when oeeasion required, to shed 
their blood in its defence and to main- 
tain its integrity. 

Tho jjcople of the Transvaal ar<> under 
far greater obligations to the aliens 
whose money they took and of whoso 
energy and enteri)rise they availed tliem- 
selvos than were the people of the 
United States to the aliens whom they 
welcomed to their shores. Mr. Leonard, 
one of the Uitlanders and an Africander, 
in an article wliieh lie contributed to 
the New Review, said: 

" The Boers own about half the farms 
in the Transvaal, havhuj mUI tin; atlier 
half to till' IJitlnnders . The Uitlaiuler.s 
own half the land then, with all the 
mines and machinery, and the l)ulk of 
the town properties. Also tbey carry on 
all the trades except the agricultural 
and pastoral industriea, which are in the 
bands of the Boers. It is computed that 
tbey and those whom they represent in 
I'hirope own nine-tenths of the aggregate 
value of the property in the State. The 
lioer levies all the taxes ; the I'ithinder 
pays nearly all tlu: taxes." 

Jlr. T.einiard estimates the atUilt male 
Uitlanders at r,0,00(). Tlie Transvaal 
Govoriiinent claims that the adult male 
Boers number 25-,000. The preponder- 
ance of the Uitlanders in number is 
therefore two to one. 

If United States citizens, under cir- 
cumstances similar to those that exist 
in the Transvaal, settled, say on British 
territory, and were then treated by the 
British authorities as ILs Uitlanders 
have been treated by the Boer Govern- 
ment, audit, untible to endure such treat- 
ment, the Aineri(;an settlers had con- 
spired to overtlirow the local govern- 
ment and hatl failed in an attempt to 
get justice by an aj)ijeal to nhysical 
force, would tbey be coiidemneil and 
abused by their c untrymen at home, 
and would American editors write elab- 
orate articles justifying the conduct of 
the British authorities? Would not the 
citizens of the United States from Maine 
to Tcxtis sympathize with the ill-used 
and oppressed gold-seekers, and would 
they not demand justice for tiiein in 
the strongest terms? The Venezuelan 
agitation would be but as a summer 
breeze compared with the hurricane of 
indignation and righteous wrath that 
would sweep the continent. And the 
Americans would be perfectly juslilieil 
in being angry niui in demanding jus- 
tice and honorable treatment for the 
men that bad been so outrageously op- 
pressed and ill-treated. They would say 
that the outraged Americans were justi- 
fied ill taking up arms to assert their 
rights as free men, that they would not 
deserve to ho calleil .Americans if tbey 
iliil anything els(?. 15ut since it is Brit- 
ish subjects who have been treated with 
such utibeard of injustice they are con- 
demned, and as it is a Boer and not a 
British government that has been the 
oppressor the tyranny is justified.

Anxiety Entertained for the Sclir 
" Lincoln "— R.M.S. Miowera " 
Outward Bound. 



Within the last forty-eij^ht lioiirs six; 
of tht) Coast aealora have returned homo, 
nearly if not all having failed during 
the season, which closed on the let inst., 
to make runnini^ expenses. The lirst 
three to arrive wert^ the Fisher Maid, 
Pachewallis and Ainateiir, wliich fjot in 
on Monday night. These cruised hu- 
tween Cape Flattery and Cape Beale, 
and re'spectively brought home in catch- 
es 63 skins, 152 skins and 109 skins. No 
particular incident of importance hap- 
pened during their expeditions except 
that to tlie Fislier Maid, which occurred 
in Port San Juan, where slio sunk alonj:- 
side the wliarf a month or more ago. 
The other schooners wliicli arrived in 
port during yesterday afternoon and 
evening were the Dora Siewerd with 377 
skins; the Victoria with 70 skins; and 
the Kilmeny with something like 100 
skins. On Saturday last at 0:30a.ui., 
when worl;iiig down Uclutdet Ann tlie 
Dora Siewerd got suddenly bccalmcH! 
and before an anclior could bo cast went 
asliore. She became unniana_geal)lo and 
tlio swift current running at tlie time 
carried the vessel upon a reef ofl' I-Jound 
Ishmd. At rising tide the vessel was 
floated, but the damage slie -"uatained is 
unknown. Kev. li. M. Swartout of Uo- 
lueiet was a passenger to Victoria on the 
Siewerd. 

ANXIKTY ENTKltTAIN'ED. 

Tlie scliooner Lincoln, which sailed 
from Seattle on ihirch 8 with a party of 
twenty-five prospectors bouiui for Cook 
inlet, lias not been seen or heard from 
since that date, and much anxiety is 
felt among sliippiug men for her safety 
The vessel was heavily loaded with both 
passengers and freight and may have 
capsiz^ during a squall. The liews of 
her non-arrival was brouglit by the 
Lakme which arrived on the Sound a 
few days ago from Coal bay, wliere all 
the passengers bound for Cook inlet 
have been landed, and where they will 
have to remain until the ice in the inlet 
breaks up sulliciently to allow them to 
reach Six-Mile. The schooners \V. 
Bryant, Stella ICrland and Helen had 
arrived and landed tlieir passengers, but 
nothing had been heard of the Lincoln. 
The Bryant, according to the l^aknu' 
people, sailed into Coal bay during a still 
breeze on April 24, having made the trip 
from Seattle in a little less than twenty 
two days. All on board Aere well anil 
in fairly good spirits, although some- 
what disheartened on finding that they 
could not get into the inlet and begin 
prospecting. The officers of the Lakme 
do not say much regarding the con 
dition of many of the gold hunters at 
Camh Andersonville. One of the oflicera 
stated tliat a number of the argonauts 
begged Captain Anderson for a sail and 
poles with which to make a tent. The 
site of the camp is on an open beach, 
and the wind at times bowls along at a 
friglitful velocity, carrying with it biting 
coldness. There ai e large quantities of 
coal along the beach and much drift- 
wood, so the residents of the camp will 
not suffer from cold to any extent. The 
Excelsior people, who were the first to 
land, are well housed and have stores 
enough for Several years. — Seattle P.-l

MR. McPHILLIPS EXPLAINS. 

To THE Eoitok:— I wiflh to state that 
since my letter of yesterday I have Vie- 
coiuo better acquainted with the pro- 
visions of the hill re subdivision of poll- 
ing distriota, and my statement that 
thero was only to be alphabetical snb- 
division is not quite correct. To sum- 
marize the provisions of tho act, it may 
be stated that districts 10 and 11 were to 
be subdivided SO that the number of 
voters in the new polling districts 
should not in any case exceed 200. 
The present list of voters was 
to bo taken in preparing tlu? suliiiivisioii 
lists, and subdivision lists were to he at 
once niailo up. The act contemplated 
that the voter should be entitled to vote 
where bo resided or in the immediate 
vicinity thereof. Oare was taken in 
framing the act that iiovoter should lose 
his vole, it being the duty of the (iei)uty 
returning officers when a vote was tend- 
ered, and the name of the voter did not 
appear on the subdivision list whore 
tendered, to inform the person tendering 
tho vote as to the new polling district, 
if any, upon tho voters' list on which 
such name was noted as appearing. It 
will therefore be seen that what was 
aimed at was tlie convenience of tlie 
voters. To show tho complete impar- 
tiality of the subdivision it was to be 
left u'holly with the returning ollicer — a 
gentleman who, as I have i)re',-ion.'sly 
stated, would novj-accord one )iarty 
dill'erent treatment from the other. 
There could be no surprise as to nanies 
— as no lu^w luuni's could lie put on. Our 
Liberal friends, we are led to believe, 
have never Rtopi)ed working since the 
last ccmti'st. This being so, t bey iimst, 
he familiar wit h I be voters, 'rherefovc, 
to advise them that I hey voted at such a 
subdivision was all that would iiave 
been necessary — the Conservatives 
would have hall to do the same. This 
procedure is the usual course anyway. I 
write this letter of explanation to dem- 
onstrate clearly that nothing was intend- 
ed to be kept hack. That good faith 
previuled in all that was intended to be 
done. .v. E. McPiiii.i.irs.

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The Cas-e ol' Cook v. Cook llesults 
iu Favor of the 
Petitioner. 



Mrs. Cook Gets Her Decree and the 
Children Are In Her 
Keeping:. 



The suit for divorce brouglit by Mrs. 
Maria Cook against her husband, George 
J. Cook, was tried before Mr. Justice 

Walkem and a jury yesterday, the 
petitioner being rejireaented by Mr. W. 
11. hangley, while the res])ondent con- 
ducted liis own case and with some 
ability for a layman. The petition set 
out that George J. Cook in 1880 married 
tlie petitioner, then Miss Annie Maria 
Mesher, at (ireenwich, England. They 
have lived in Victoria since 181)1, and 
have two children— a boy and a girl. 
The lu'iition alleged that the respondent 
was guilty of frequent acts of cruelty 
against his wife, tliat he used to kick 
and strike her and in consequence on 
January 4 of the present year she 
left him. The respomlent it was 
also alleged was guilty of adultery, 
a Miss Lipsconihe and a Miss Trayiiur 
being nameii as the co-resjiondenls. On 
these grounds the petitioner asked f(jr a 
decree of divorce and lor the custody of 
the children. 

In his answer the respondent denied 
the charges of cruelty and adultery, ami 
made a counter charge against the peti- 
tioner of having committed adultery with 
J. C. Prescott. 

Mrs. Cook yesterday gave evidence to 
the effect that her husband had. been for 
several years very cruel in his treatment 
of licr.' He had, she said, struck and 
kicked her and had behaved in iin un- 
natural way, the details of which were 
dis'.;nsting. 

Tlie evi<lence of .J. 1 ). rreseott, a bhio- 
jaeket, was in eli'eet that Cook and .Miss 
Lipscmii b(,' had lived as man and wife, 
but tlnTe was no proot of any misconduct 
with l.illie Traynor, the otlierco-respoii- 
deiit. Cook tried in his cross-exanniia- 
tioii of I'rescott to prove that the wit- 
ness and Mrs. Cook liad acted improper- 
ly, but altogether failed. A number of 
other witnesses were examined, thougli 
most of them had nothing material t(j 
otl'er. Cook himself took the stand ami 
while denying the general charges of 
cruelty, though lie admitted that he 
liad struck his wife, claimed in extenua- 
tion that he had n^c'eived great provoca- 
tion, bis wife liaving ackiiowledgiMl to 
hini improp(!r conduct. There were iio 
witnesses to bear out the counter charg- 
es ot imjirojier cundncl on the j/art of 
Mrs. Cook, hotvever, and the court 
chargeil sliongly ill favor of the jieti- 
ticjiier. 

The jury had a list of questions sub- 
mitted to tliiiin and after a short ab- 
sence brought in a verdict to tin; effect 
that George J. Cook had committeii 
adultery with Miss Lipsuombe; that 
Mrs. Cook did not condone the offence ; 
that Cook did not commit adultery witti 
Miss Lillie Traynor, and lliiit Mrs. Cook 
was not guilty of adultery with J. F. 
I'rescott, or of improper conduct with 
hi ni . 

'I'he verdict being entirely in favor of 
the petitioner I\lr. Justice Walkem 
granted hc>r a decree of (livore(! and gave 
her the cuslndv ol both children.

king in hand refusing to play it, If S., after 
taking the trrck, supposes E. to Ixi weak 
and leads tlio saino suit, his partner's 
tpieeu Is si-.crlllcod and the suit establishbd 
In the hands of V/. 

If, however, E. had played the king and 
thereby dlsclo.sod tho resultant weakness 
of bis liand. tho lead of low through W., 
would, If S. had oiioiigli of tho suit remain- 
ing to light it out afterward with W., be 
(piite advantageous. 

With ♦ipponenls who finesse V(:ry little 
or never at all and with a iiartiier who is 
giviiii to reserving his forces and trusting 
In you, tlie lead through strengtli is not 
only very safe, lint often a great trick win- 
ner. It might be urged that declared weak- 
ness In yiHir right band oppenunu might 
be l.ikea as an indication that trumps 
ciuilil be ex|iectetl from liiin on thu next 
rijund, hut, with no Indication of u signal 
fr >ia tho others, the drawing of a trump 
from htm at little esponso to your side Is 
of no great moment. 

The groat merit of this style of play is 
that it compels tho man desirous of ostali- 
li.shlng his suit to play his higli cards at a 
dlsadva-it.ige, not knowing whether the 
coinmanding card lies with tho flr.'^t or 
third hand. Tho best mothod fur him to 
adopt is to play tho lii(;hest in his hand. 
If ho takes tho trlok, ho must lead a card 
wliich yetir partner may tako and wli icli 
you, lioiiliiig tlio iiiasler (^•lrd, are certai!i, 
barring truinp.s, to ciiptnro, or ho must 
tiii'ii to another uukuowu suit and give 
yen, at fourth hand, a dooidod advantage 
in position. 

How strong this may bo can bo seen 
v.heii it is taken into cnnsldoration that 
yen c;in iigain lead through strengib, at 
the expense of a trump fnini an opponent, 
who by this tiiiui may be wildly signaling. 
Uf cour.se in this ganio thu commanding 
card of your left hand opponent's deulnreil 
suit should never bo Ipd by you. You 
would bo then doing that wbloh your op 
pomuit Is most desirous you should do. 

A good rule to follow In this case is I! 
reverse of the g(jlden one. It is, "Wlie 
ever you see your enemy doesn't like to d( 
make liiiii do it. " When you know that 
from the fall of the cards on the previoic 
ruuiid, if be conld regain the lead, b'l 
'.vuuld not continue tlie suit, at least will 
llie le.id of a liigli c;ird, then, hy your pla> 
of that suit, jiiit lilni in a illieinnia aboiii 
lilayiiig that liigb card. There is a greai 
ileal of need for good jiidgnuint in adoiil 
Ing tills stvie of play.

The World says : There is an under- 
tone of disappointment in the Liberal 
rejoieini^s over Sir Oliver .Mowiil's 
steji, liecanse that step i)roved so 
half-liearted. Tho Reform party 
has lieci) for weeks counting on the 
rreinier ctitting lose altogether from 
|)rovinc:al pcjlitics and resolving to make 
a break for Mr. 1-aurior. Though will- 
ing to lead tlie Ontario Liix'rals in tin 
peniliiii,' (;aiu))aigii, be will not re- 
sign Ilia present iireniiership until 
Mr. i.aiirier really has ii portfolio 
to offer him. This fearfiilni'ss on Sir 
Oliver's jiart, it is felt, will greiitly de- 
duct from the weiglit he would otherwise 
carry in the country. It is pretty well 
understood that if the Liberals win the 
elections Sir Oliver would become min- 
ister id' justice.

Lawyer Fahoy, Mrs. Pietzel 8 ai- 
torney, says his client is very distrustftd 
of tin: jiroinises of Holmes. Sh(! will go 
Id her lioiiie in Batavia, 111., to-day, and 
there wait th(! result of the prote'stations 
of Holmes that Ik; svill make proper 
restitution. "Holmes assured .Mrs. 
I'iet/.id that she will receive at least one- 
third of the real estate he leaves,'' said 
l,awyer l'"ahev. "Whih; I doubt if ho 
has any tangiijie [jrojierty to dispose of 
by will, I am inclinetl to the btdiid that 
he will not go to the gallows withinu 
making some provision for the wiilow." 

The idea entertained by Mr. Perry, of 
the Fidelity Life Assurance Association, 
A hose $10,000 Holmes collected after 
I'ielzel's death, that Holmes would con «

band, but in all Holmes' statementH 
there is the suspicion of a Ho is

I think, and in tliat thouglit JL'h. 
I'iet/.el joins ine, that Holmes is giving 
away that which he does not pussess." 



General Iuclan'.s Forces Have a 
Severe Eucounter With Those 
of lusurgeut Maceo. 

Reliel Incendiaries Shot— Reported 
Outrages Perpetrated by 
Govcrunieut Troops. 

Havana, May 4.— All Havana is anxi- 
ously discussing the battle in the moun- 
tains of i'inar del Rio province. It is 
believed that the insurgents, wlio per- 
aistently attacked Gen. Inclan's troops 
far back from Gacarajicara to the sea 
were led by Maceo in person. The 
stionghold stormed by Inclan's forces 
was not properly speaking a fort. There 
is an old ranch on tho top of the etony 
hill at Gacarajicara, wdiose Hides form a 
precipitous descent to the road, which 
winds through bolil rocks and are not 
wide enough for a eohinin to spread out 
to advantage. Theie is little tiniiier or 
brush around tliere. The insurgents for- 
tilied the road in two jilaces with biirii- 
cades, one aiiuve tiie otiier, with the in- 
tention of previ'iiting the Spanish troops 
from reaching the liills where; the main 
rebel ciimp is located. The oflieials say 
the iiisiirgeiils fought desperately, and 
say the results given prove that t bey 
had every ailvantago of the situation. 
They poured down shot from above ujion 
the troops, who were practically shut in 
a cut in the ravine. It is supposed that 
the rebels sent from the point of attack 
to notify Antonio Maceo, who hurried 
forward to attack Inelan. The oflicial 
report says that he was repeatedly le- 
inilsed. 

I'edro Casanova, a Cuban, was driven 
from Ills |)lantation near San 3Iignel de 
.lariico by Sjiauisli soldiers. Casanova's 
family consists of ills wife, three chil- 
dren, th'e oldest a girl of live, the young- 
est a babe in iirms, and a nephew, ,lulio 
\'idal, a young man and a native-born 
.\meriean. Casanova's story is as 
follows: 

" 1 have si-drered great outrages at tlie 
hands of the Spanish soldiers. Soliliera 
recently passed on the road, and my wife 
called my attention to the fact that they 
luid broken into a vacant house where 
valuable property was Stored, and were 
pulling things to pieces. Just then I saw- 
two otiicers coming toward the liiuise. 
I went out to meet them and invited 
lliein to enter and refresh themselves. 
They accepted and said they liked cod'ee. 
While they were drinking one or more 
soldiers came and spoke to the eajitain, 
wdio asked: ' Wlio are the men in tlie 
sugar house?' ' My employes,' I replied, 
' including one engineer. They are en- 
gaged in repairs.' The captain said: 'I 
hear tliat rebels are liidden there. 1 
must take the men before the major for 
examination. The major himself will 
be here to-morrow.' 

" After he loft I found the door of the 
house on the hill broken open. A <iuan- 
tity of bottled beer had been taken, also 
my saddles and bridles and many other 
things. 1 went to the station. The 
drugstore looked as if it had been visited 
by a mad bull. All the shelves and 
drawers were ilirown open and sniiisbed. 
An empty storeopposite was in the same 
"onditioii. The counter was thrown 
down and tho door j)Osts hacked by 
machetes. A large coll'et! mill was 
broken, and all was in disorder. An ac- 
count of this work was what tlie soldiers 
had wnispered to the captain. The 
officer had remarked to me with a sneer : 
' The insurgents are very kind to you, as 
no harm baa been done here.' 

" 1 was surprised, on the following 
morning to hear shots as of several vol - 
li^ys of intisketry. .\ bout HOO soldiers, 
infantry and iMvalry, had siirroiiinled 
niy house. Soon an oflieer appeared, 
and, under command of Capt. Cere/.o 
Martinez, in the most brutal and vulgar 
terms, ordered all in the lionse to go 
outside. The soldiers rushed in and 
dragged me out b\' the collar. My v/ife, 
with her baby, was taken out, a rifle 
being pointed at her breast. 

" A negro servant, who was badly

frightened, tried to hide. He was pulled ' 
to the front, and before my eyes a sol- 
dier struck hiui a heavy blow with a 
machete, cutting him deep in the head, 
leaving a pool of blood on the floor. An 
order was then given to take into ens- 
tody all the men on the estate. Near a 
tree beyond a hill a hundred yards from 
the house I stopped about forty paces 
from tlio others to talk to the captain 
who liiul been at the house the week be- 
fore, 

" At that moment a young negro, 
Manuel Eebots, made a dasli to escape. 
Some cavalrymen rushed after him, 
firing. Ho fell, and tliey mutilated his 
body, taking out his eyes. The oliicors, 
enraged at the negro's flight, pulled out 
his sabre and shouted to others of the 
party: 'Get down on yiiur knees.' 
They obeyed, and he had them bound 
and kept them in that position a quarter 
of an hour. While I was talking to tho 
captain nij' wife and 5-year-ola child 
were begging for mercy forme. The 
cavalrymen helped themselves to corn 
for their horses, and linallj Started. 
The oHicers told me that my ne- 
phew's life anil my own were spared only 
because we were Americans, and they 
did not want to get into trouble with the 
Uniteii States. Thsy ordered me to 
.^aii .Miguel without waiting a moment. 
Ttieir explanation of the raid was that 
the rebtds had tired upon the troops, 
ami that they saw one man run as ho 
tired, into my house, and that under tho 
major's instructions the whole family 
sliould have been killed. My wife and 
children were in agony while I was 
away. 

" iNly employes were all taken by the 
troops. Their names were Thomas Liu- 
ares, Ceriaco Linares, Elutrie Zanabria, 
Felix t;ardi-'iias, Juan Duarte and Flor- 
encio lioderigues. An officer of high 
rank in the Spanish army passed my 
place after 1 left and came to me liere 
and said : '1 know wdiat ha])iiened. The 
man in comiiiaml is unlit to bean officer 
of ,S|iain.' I heard that niy men had 
been taken to the Si)anisli camp and shot 
while eating breakfast." 

KicY West, .Ma}' — A jiassenger re- 
cently arrived from Cuba reports that 
Caiidido Mastre, lieutenant-colonel of 
the local guerrilla of Cnices, Cienfuegos, 
has been shot by order of Capt. Alhra, 
of tho Spanish forces. Tho passenger 
alleges that he was in Cruces and saw 
the dead body. He reports that there 
were some appalling stories in circula- 
tion as to the cruelties of Mastre. He 
is alleged to have killed over 150 peace- 
ful peasants. This, it is said, came to 
tho knowledge of the government 
tlirough his killing of the cousin of the 
uncle of (.len. Suarez Valdez. The 
peo|de (jf the Crnces are reported to bo 
terrorized at the ]>resunee of Mastre and 
Alba. Alba is said to Ijc the same man 
who insultiul the Oernian charge in the 
Caroline islanils all'air. Tlie Spanish 
government offered to shoot him in order 
to make reparation to the German gov- 
ernment, bat it is said did not do so,
